that S. John’s Parish may aid in the good work which. is being done to 
save the children of that devastated land from’starvation. 
One hears a great deal about the relief work for the Belgians, espe- 


cially at this particular time, about the work for the children, of whom, 


there are about 1,250,000. “Philadelphia has undertaken to support 
600,000. This means the raising of $100,000 a month for six months, 
since it has been estimated that one child can be supported for one month 
for one dollar, The Commission for Relief in Belgium is doing noble 
~ work in feeding these people, but the regular ration’ allowed, which is 
one-half of the normal ration, while sufficient for adults is really not 
enough for growing children, since they need milk. As a result the 
children in increasing numbers are contracting tuberculosis and cer- 
tain other childrens” diseases due to insufficient nourishment. So we 
are asked to give this extra meal to the children, what is known as the 
one principal meal of the day—and this consists only of a cup of choco- 
late and a bun! 

The Commission for Relief in Belgium is an organization of which 
every American can feel proud. It is composed of two hundred young 
Americans, headed by Mr. Herbert Hoover, a mining engineer of inter- 
national repute, who gave up his business interests voluntarily when the 
war broke out and has worked without compensation to feed the starving 
people of Belgium and Northern France, more than 10,000,000 having 
been fed in the last two years. Over $150,000,000 has been spent in the 
purchase of supplies, and of this amount this country has contributed 


only $10,000,000. France and England in addition to their own heavy ~ 


war expenses have given far more than we. 

Mr. Hoover is now asking the United States to contribute $1,250,000 
a month. Shall he ask in vain? There are no children living in Poland 
today under seven years of age! Unless we do our duty, and do it 
quickly, this may soon be said of Belgium. Will you give as little or as 


much in proportion as God has given you? It is only a cup of chocolate 


and a bun, but it means the life of a child.
